Last year he, vyas 
choien to preserit the Cobden Lec- 
ture Series at the London School 
of Economics. Prior to the ascend- 
ancy of H|tler he was department 
bead of the economic school at the 
University of Kiel in Germany, > and 
also at the University -of Frank- 
furt. 

He is considered , by contempo-' 
rary sociologists in Europe as one 
of the ablest representatives in his 
field. His best writing and re- 
search has been done on the meth- 
odology of the business cycle 
theory and the sociology of im- 
perialism. Dr. Loewe Is touring 
the United States with the purpose 
of studying economic conditions 
here.

He was an- 
swered by Progressive President 
Ross Pope, and both were criticized, 
in effect, as representatives of a 
party system- that emphasizes ' per- 
sonalities Instead^of Issues concern- 
ing the student body, by Indepen- 
dent Representative Charles Kiefer. 

Branding the Student Council 
with an "inferiority complex” and 
contending that all t he Council had 
done this year was to crjt'leizc last 
year's Serviee Party Council. Sam- 
uels read each plank of the Pro- 
gressive Parly platform. He at- 
tacked each plank In detaH, - and 
elulmcd the Junior, College Council 
this year had done more than the 
Student Council. 

In returning the criticism, Pope 
road portions of his speech given 
before the previous meeting o( the 
Council In which he outlined the 
accomplishments of his party.

My 
personal oplnlpn, which I hasten to 
add , is shared by the eminent Mr. 
Olin Downes of The New York 
Tlntes. is that Tibbett I)as no equal 
and no rival among the world’*, 
great baritones. He is surely the 
first native American singer who 
may be called "great” in the fullest 
meaning pf th*t term. 

Tibbett hot dnly is endowed with 
a great voice, but he has an equally 
great g]ft for acting, plug a first* 
rate sense of the dramatic which 
can bring out all the overtones of 
any song or opefa. These qualities 
have been brought to their fullest 
flower in his long career at th# 
Metropolitan Opera, where he be- 
gan at the bottom and worked hi* 
way to the top.

It seems to us that the function of ian educational 
institution as regards this question ia to give those 
who are to lead the opportunity of fighting the 
capaes of war by helping them to study and better 
understand these causes.

J^ATHKR unostentatiously there appeared a new 
, institution among campus activities two weeks 
ago tonight. It was the first ^nnual recital of Or- 
liheaia, women’s dance group. While campus poli- 
ticians and would-be politicians sat in Student 
Council meeting ani listened to Jay Samuel berate 
and' ridicule the efforts and accomplishments of the 
Council .his year, tq their delight and amusement, 
an audience of 350 sat out at Gordon Junior High 
School' and 'thrilled and delighted, saw Orchesis’ 
first public performance, "An American Kpic.” 
Inauguration of this annual recital is particularly 
heartening on a campus where strikes and petitions, 
protests and politics too often become the order of 
the day. Orchesis’ dapee recital, yimilar only in 
that they're both dances to tonight's swinging and 
swaying at the Panhellenic Prom, lends to the Uni- 
versity a touch of culture, of the finer things, that 
we can ill afford to miss. We, at George Wash- 
ington, need jdst that to balance our efforts and 
our atmosphere. It seems paradoxical that in a 
city where exceptonal opportunities abound for 
lovers of art, there ia a University in which a sym- 
phony club always seems to struggle against insur- 
mountable difficulties, a Band falters for lack of 
proper support from students and administration 
alike, and even the Men's Glee Club, long the 
"pride of G St.,” has its difficulties. 

You couldn't call the Orchesis Dance Recital a 
lone hope while these other activities continue their 
efforts to do something for the University, but you 
certainly could say that it is a welcome addition to 
an activity program that has an Overabundance of 
trivial and under balance of things that are worth- 
while. 

That the citizenry can be interested in something 
not entirely material and rah-rah is attested by the 
fact that 350 people were present it Orchesis’ first 
recital. Out of 6,000 students, 350 isn’t such a 
large crowd, but compared to attendance at Cue and 
Curtain shows and Glee Club concerts, it stands 
more than favorable, not even considering wide 
Variance in publicity’. 

Composition of Orchesis’ audience probably was 
substantially different from those of Cue and Cur- 
tain and the Glee Clubs, and that, too, is encourag- 
ing.

Note: The events leading up to 
the establishment of George 
Washington's weekly newspaper 
were not dramatic in the sense 
that drama is interpreted by 
theatre critics and movie review- 
ers. But there was drama- 
drama in its coldest, most actual 
y appearance that lasted several 
yean while the life of the Uni- 
versity's publication was in a 
realm of uncertainty. 

In Ii9p when Guy Underwood 
'brought into existence Columbian 
Call, The University’s first of- 
ficial promulgation became a real- 
ity. lit life was comparatively 
short, for with the final issue in 
the following June, JS9J. the en- 
terprise had reached thy end of

for George Washington students , 
sqw another Paper make its ap- 
pearance.

Jesse W. Barreft and Olh'o I..

The "first horn" Hatchet doesn’t 
bear any resemblance to the pres- 
ent six-page weekly of today. Its 
general characteristics and features 
were analogous to those of The 
Weekly Columbian. The first two 
or three pages were filled with ad- 
vertisements and following these, 
listed on the first “rteWs" page, 
were all of the depnrlpients, clubs 
and societies the srhq^l organized.

"The more I*atlp. a jdudrnf stud- 
ies in high school, the better) are 
his college grades in freshman 
English, first-year French, and 
llrst-year Spanish." 

This/ is the conclusion' drawn by 
Dr. John F. Latimer, professor of, 
classical feinguages: from the first 
half of a survey begun last Jan- 
uary to determine the correlation 
between college grades of students 
here/ who studied l<ann In high 
school and those who did not. 

The completed portion of the sur- 
vey was the basis of a talk Dr. 
Latimer delivered during the Eas- 
ter recesk before the Classical As- 
sociation of the Middle West ahd 
South a'jt Nashville, Teqn. 

The survey consisted of a statis- 
tical analysis of the grades of 4,2.37 
students here In freshman Kd^lish. 
first-year French, and first-year 
Spanish. Recprds of Ihese students 
were divided Info five grolups, ac- 
cording toithe amount qr I^tlq the 
students studied* in high school, no 
Latin, and one, two, three, and four 
years’ Latin, 

Of the whole number, approxi- 
mately 40 percent, had no Latin; 5 
l percent, 1 year; 39 percent , nt years; 
i9 percent, 3- years; and 7 percent, 4 

..wears. * / • .• 1 , 

' Dr. Latimer pointed out that the 
quality-point indexes of the English 
and Spanish groups dropped in the 
, 1-year Latin section, and then rose 
steadily In the 2, 3, and 4-year sec- 
tions, reaching a maximum of 2.87 
in English and 3.00 In Spanish. 

The French group, however, show- 
ed a rise In the 1-year Latin section, 
and then dropped In the 2 and 3-j 
year sections, which, although high- 
er than the No-Latin section, are 1 
flower than the 1 and 2-year groups. 
The maximum' index, in French of 
2.81, compared witty the English 
and Spanish indexes, might indicate, 
the relative difficulty of these 
courses, Dr. Latimer /Said. 

The second half of the 'survey, 
'which Dr. Latimer says he hopes 
to finish this semester, will be a 
comparative analysis of the grades 
of tiie fame 4,237 students with 
thetf percentile ratings. By this 
comparison I?r. Latimer said he 
hopes to determine the actual ef- 
fect of classical studies on the minds 
of gtudents.

'6. McKinlejV stated a few days ago 
when he landed in Manila to tarry 
on his work at the Culion Island 
leper colony, residence of nearly 
6,000 lepers. 

Dr. McKinley is the dean of the 
School of Medicine and professor 
of bacteriology here. 

“We have carried live cultures 
of this germ for is long as five 
years,” said Dr. McKinley., “What 
we need/now is to develop several 
thousand of thesefCUlture. Quantity 
productipn ^impossible except at 
a large colony such as Culion and 
without equipment* such as I 
brought With me.” 

'phe equipment consists, of a big 
sttel Incubator for use in develop- 
ing the cultures. 

"At Culion, ” Die doctor said, /"We 
grow these germs arid then experi- 
ment by skin tests with children 
who have beef) exposed! to the dis- 
ease pver a period of time but have 
not yCt manifest any symptoms. It 
'la our<hbpe to develop an 'antigen 
for the skin tests which insures 
perfect immunity. Through this 
•we hope to be able Ho slop lep- 
rosy before It starts.” 

Dr. McKinley is regarded as one 
of the world’s forepiost experts on 
the subject of leprosy. He attend- 
ed the University oUMtchigan where

Dr. Fischer, son of tfle late Emil 
Fischer, the- greatest organic chem- 
ist of all time, described, a method 
of synthesis and proof of structure 
of quinic acid, a compound Which 
occurs in plants. He related Its 

structure to that'jof glucose and 
gallc acM. 

Dr. Qu&ste! told of' the rise of 
narcotics in treating mental pa- 
tichls and , pointed out that the 
'treatment had seemed successful in 
eases 11^ which the patients had 
bepn a^ble to ‘ withstand the toxic 
effects , of the narcotics. In his 
studies to determine the cause of 
tnis toxicity, Dr. Quastel carried 
out some experiment*. on the res- 
piration of brain tissues* just after 
its romqval from the experimental 
animal. TJie experiments Indicated 
that the toxic (meet writ diie to a 
ketosis \ which developed bpcauso 
the cells under the Effect of nar-, 
cot It's were unable to oxidize car- 
bohydrate properly.'
